case before il of a labor union nnd a 
nommiii:i defendant decides agreements 
made by labor union.- with employers in 
which it is agreed employers will not em- 
ploy any workmen except such a- belong 
ro its union, and not retain any' one in 
its employ t h a t is objectionable to such 
union, are illegal and the aim monopoly. 
The court in its opinion held: 


"The gain which a. labor union may ex- 


pect In derive from inducing others to 
join it is not an improvement to he. ob- 
t a i n e d directly in the conditions under 
which the men arc working, but only 
added strength for such contests with 
employers as mny arise in the future. If

different Ivades and occupations would

The great bulk of Americans 
in public employ wish and intend to do 
their duty, but a grave and mischievous, 
too heavy common, confusion of ideas as 
to what is their duty, makes the most 
of them sometimes fa.il to it, and permits 
the worst of them to neglect it with im- 
punity. 


"The error is now viewed in a mistak 


en and immoral theory as~to the nature 
of the position they hold. In law and 
morals alike a public office belongs to 
the people; its duties are fixed by th

the peoples' money. 
.copies' laws; its salaries are paid wit! 


While, however, few deny flatly and 


openly the truth of the doctrine thu 
laid down, it is practically contradicted 
every day in all parts of the unio'n, fo 
seventy-five years, we have permittei 
our public offices to be treated as mer 
loot and in a political warfare, not a 
trusts belonging to the people, but a 
'spoils' belonging to the 'victors.' 


"Civil service reform, in fact, applie 


a caustic remedy to tl^ worst evil in on 
politics, in the application of moralit 
nnd common sense to the choice of publi 
servants. The typical American pol 
tician as developed by the spoils systen 
of politics, earns his living by holding 
when he can get it, a public office, in re 
turn for past or expected party works 
to get rid of this his work, we must thor- 
oughly eradicate from our own minds 
iind those of our fellow citizens the curse 
of 'spoils.' This must be our first step 
if we would purify our politics, and so 
long a step that it will go far to render 
needless any further steps in the work 
of purification."

Declared That Seven Officers Who

KUSTBNJI, Koumania, July 10.—The 


announcement that the battleship Kniaz 
Potemkine sailed with 
Rear 
Admiral 


Kvuger's squadron yesterday evening 
turns out to be incorrect. Before leaving 
the Kniaz Potemkine the mutineers open- 
ed the seacocks and flooded her hold. She 
is now lying at the bottom, but it is ex- 
pected will be refloated in time to leave 
for Sevastopol July 12. 


It now transpires that when the Rou- 


manian authorities first boarded the ship, 
everything was in wild disorder. 


The officers' cabins were stripped of 


everything of any value and blood stains 
were everywhere. There was sufficient 
ammunition aboard the Kniaz Potemkine 
to have enabled the mutineers to make a 
desncrate resistance. 


It is said that during the last few 


days the vessel was navigated by two en- 
gineers and an officer, with revolvers at 
their heads. 


All of the sailors wished to surrender 


with the exception of Matnschenko, the 
leader of the mutiny, who resisted for 
some time and wanted to blow up the 


Seven officers were prisoners oboard 


the Kninz Potemkine. 
They were in a 


pitiable condition from 
ill 
treatment. 


They declare that Matusehcnko himself 
killed ten officers of the battleship. All 
the papers and books belonging to the 
vessel were destroyed. 


OUTBREAK AT THEODOSIA.

Precisely what part President Roosevelt 
took in forwarding-the settlement is not 
made priblie Jn London, but it is appre- 
ciated that the influences he exerted at 
Paris a.nd London contributed' towards 
the settlement.

ion of 500 men; while the disputes in the 
Fulton county glove manufactories also 
caused lurge losses. In some industries 
trade has only recently recovered from 
the depression which greatly weakened 
the workmen's organizations.

TOrEKA, Juyl ".—The law passed by 


the legislature last winter appropriating 
$410,000 to build an important oil rcfm 
cry at Peru, was today declared uncon 
stitutionnl by the state supreme court in 
nn opinion rendered by Associate Jus 
tice Greene. 


The oil refinery law was considered one 


of the direct blows struck at the Stan 
cliird Oil company by the last legislature 
which adopted several measures tending 
to restrict that concern in the handling 
of the Kansas product. 


TO MAKE PKJSOXKRS WORK. 


The oil refinery law provided for the 


erection at Peru also of a branch of 
the state penitentiary to house sufficient 
prisoners, who it was intended, were to 
work the oil plant. State Treasurer T. 
T. Kelly and Warden E. B. .Icwett, whoso 
duty it was to issue the bonds, declined 
to sign them in order to first secure a. 
decision on the constitutionality of the 
act. 
Attorney General C. C. Coleman 


filed mandamus proceedings in the state 
•Tipreme court on behalf of the state to 
compel those ollicers to sign the bonds. 
The opinion today, declared the act to be 
illegal and unconstitutional. It was con- 
curred in by all members of the supreme 
court. 


SHUT OUT FROM STATE. 


The state supreme court today render- 


ed n decision declaring that the Kansas 
Katural Gas company, a. Delaware cor- 
poration, cannot do business in Kansas. 
The decision which is sweeping in its 
terms, makes an outlaw of the c6mpany 
which it declares cannot hold property in 
Kansas and cannot operate in any man- 
ner within the state. 


The company already has spent several 


million dollars, it is estimated, in laying 
pipe lines in Kansas.

death for complicity in the murder of 
Governor Gocbel. His attorneys filed in 
the circuit court at London, Ky., an ap- 
plication to have the case transferred to 
the federal court, claiming that Powers 
had been deprived of his constitutional 
rights and that a fair trial was impossi- 
ble in the Kentucky state courts. The 
state judge held that the point was one 
to be decided by the United States courts 
and formal petition for such a transfer 
from state to federal courts was made 
to" Judge Cochrane, who set today for the 
announcement of his decision. 


OYSTER BAY, L. I., July 7.—Official

inet. 


REASONS FOR WITHHOLDING. 


The decision of Mr. Root was reached 


finally on tho president's special train 
during the return of the 
presidential 


party from Cleveland. Fr,r personal rea- 
sons, entertained both by the president 
and by ?lr. Root, it was deemed desir- 
able not to announce the decision public- 
ly until the president had returned to 
Sagamore Jrlill. It was determined there- 
fore that the official statement of the 
president's tender nnd 3Ir. Root's decis- 
ion to accept it would be made today. 


It is the intention of Mr. Root to as- 


sume the duties of secretary of state 
practically at once, although it will be 
perhaps two weeks before he formally 
will take the. oath of oliicc. His profes- 
sional interests are so large that he will 
have to devote considerable time to a 
satisfactory arrangement of them before 
he goes to Washington to take perma- 
nent clifirge of the state department. 


When he takes active charge of the 


department he will give up entirely his 
law practice. 


To President Roosevelt Elihu Koot has 


been what Richard Olney was to Grover 
Cleveland—not 
alone a cabinet ollicer, 


but a friend, counsellor and companion— 
a balance wheel of extraordinary brain 
power and wholesome American conser- 
vatism. 


Mr. Root has been described as one of 


"the greatest of living Americans." He 
gave to the world and the people of his 
nation, June 21, ]!104, his unmistakable 
declaration of political and moral princi- 
ples.

views on what good government means, 
but what he believed the stanrlard of the 
parties of tlie country should be, the 
standard of every man in public life.

appeal strongly to Mr. Root. On one or 
two occasions, notably during the Boxer 
revolt, he attended, in tho absence of 
Secretary 
Hay from 
Washington, 
to 


many of the details of the state depart- 
ment work, in connection with his duties 
as secretary of war and enjoyed !he ex- 
perience. 


In personality ho is inclined to be aus- 


tere, much under self control, strong in 
his opinions, of right nnd wrong. It has 
been frequently said in Washington tha.t 
the president's natural impetuosity has 
had a healthful curbing time and time 
again through the poise a.nd tho coole 
judgment 
of tlie new premier of the 


state department. The two have had a 
wa.rm personal regard for each other, 
and both are intense Americans.

Secretary Algcr and President RooseveH 
continued him in o/Ilce until Ijusincs 
necessities led to his resignation.
